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Promise 
to protect 
frontline 
services 

CUTS of more than £20 
million over the coming 
year have been approved 
by Sandwell Council, with 
the authority’s finance chief 
pledging to protect front 
line services. 

Councillor Steve Eling 
also said there would be 
continued investment in 
the borough as a council tax 
freeze was also agreed on 
Monday night. 

The finance chief said: 
“We are setting this budget 
against a background of 
what are probably the worst 
cuts in living memory. 

Desperate 

“We’ve already had, since 
2010/11, £70m worth of 
cuts. In the coming year we 
will have £22.2m of cuts, the 
year after Government have 
confirmed another £28m of 
cuts, taking us up to £120m. 

“Things are pretty des¬ 
perate, and we know that 
this has created a crisis 
level for services in many 
local authorities around the 
country.” 

Councillor Eling be¬ 
moaned what he called ‘a 
very definite stench of po¬ 
litical bias’ in allocation of 
funds to Tory-run councils. 

He added: “Nevertheless 
we have come up with a me¬ 
dium term financial state¬ 
ment that plans out how we 
will achieve savings to bal¬ 
ance that budget over the 
next three years.” 

Last of the 
century men 

THE final member of West 
Bromwich Albion’s ‘team of 
the century’ has died aged 
89. Right-back Stan Rick- 
aby made 205 appearances 
for the club, scoring twice, 
during five years at The 
Hawthorns in the 1950s. 

The England inter¬ 
national got a 1954 FA 
Cup-winner s’ medal after 
playing in every round be¬ 
fore missing the final due to 
injury. He was the last of Al¬ 
bion’s 1953-54 ‘team of the 
century’, halted by rivals 
Wolves from claiming the 
20th century’s first League 
and FA Cup double. 


GIRL'S FAMILY 
WANT ANSWERS 


A YEAR after the brutal killing of 
Halesowen schoolgirl Christina Ed- 
kins her family say they are still wait¬ 
ing for answers over her death. 

The 16-year-old, who wanted to become a 
nurse, was fatally stabbed in a random knife 
attack while on a bus in Birmingham heading 


for Leasowes High Schc 

Her killer Phillip Simel- 
ane pleaded guilty to man¬ 
slaughter and was detained 
indefinitely under the men¬ 
tal act after a court heard he 
was paranoid schizophrenic. 

His sentencing did noth¬ 
ing to ease the heartbreak 
of Christina’s parents Jason 
and Kathleen, her wider 
family and school friends. 

Ahead of a memorial ser¬ 
vice at Birmingham Cathe¬ 
dral on the anniversary of 
her death tomorrow, Chris¬ 
tina’s great uncle Chris 
Melia has spoken for the 
first time since 23-year-old 
Simelane, from Walsall, was 
sentenced in October. 

“They (Kathleen and 
Jason) are dealing with a 
new reality The reality is, 
instead of their daughter, 
they have got a gravestone,” 
he said. 

The family have de¬ 
manded answers to why 
Simelane was freed from 
prison unsupervised three 
months before the attack. 

A review is into his case 
led by the NHS Commis¬ 
sioning Support Unit is due 
to be published next month. 

Mr Melia said: “Why was 
he at large in the commu¬ 
nity with no element of su¬ 
pervision, particularly given 
he was homeless?

similar reoccurance — that 
is the family’s wish,” said 
Mr Melia.

death. 

Mr Morris has already 
met with Justice Secretary 
Minister Chris Grayling 
and he is working alongside 
Christina’s family. He said: 
“We owe it to Christina’s 
memory — and to all of the 
other innocent victims of 
knife crime — to do what 
we can to take these lethal 
weapons off the streets.”

During a three-hour de¬ 
bate in the council chamber, 
the budget proposals for £34 
million of cuts over three 
years, and a possible further

by 2017, were passed with 
42 councillors voting in fa¬ 
vour and 25 against. A coun¬ 
cil tax freeze for 2014/15 
was also approved. 

Jerry Langford, spokes¬ 
man for Dudley Coalition 
Against the Cuts, said he 
was concerned about the 
impact on services, particu¬ 
larly those for young people, 
the elderly and those with 
disabilities. 

Finance boss Councillor 
Pete Lowe said the coun¬ 
cil faced ‘massive financial 
challenges’ but the author¬ 
ity ‘tried as far as possible 
to protect our services from 
those who need us the most.’

Life ban for a player 
who broke ref's nose 


AN AMATEUR footballer who broke a refer¬ 
ee’s nose after he had sent him off has es¬ 
caped an immediate jail term. 

Shane Davies, aged 27, attacked referee Alan Kite when 
he showed him the red card for hurling abuse after the 
official turned down a penalty appeal. 

Davies had admitted assaulting Mr Kite at an earlier 
hearing. Sentencing had been adjourned at Wolverhampton 
■ Crown Court for psychiatric 
reports. His solicitor, Mr Jas 
Mann, acknowledged his cli¬ 
ent’s behaviour on March 
31 last year was ‘thoroughly 
reprehensible’. 

Davies, of Hillside Road, 
Dudley, was given a 12 
month prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

An FA spokesman said 
Davies, who was already 
serving a ban for assaulting 
a rival player in a previous 
game, was now banned from 
football for life. 

Mr Geoffrey Dann, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the incident 
happened at a match at King 
George V Park, Stourbridge, 
when Mr Kite turned down 
a second penalty appeal.

A SANDWELL children’s 
watchdog has issued a 
warning about the dangers 
of a drink-or-dare craze 
sweeping the internet. 

Dr Jenny Harding, inde¬ 
pendent chair of Sandwell 
Safeguarding Children 
Board, is urging parents and 
carers to speak to young¬ 
sters about Neknominate. 

Concoctions 

The so-called game in¬ 
volves someone posting 
footage online of themselves 
downing a large amount of 
alcohol. They then challenge 
two or more friends to outdo 
them and those that refuse 
can face ridicule on social 
media sites. 

As the craze has spread 
people have started drink¬ 
ing larger amounts of al¬ 
coholic concoctions, often 
mixed with stomach-churn¬ 
ing special ingredients. 

Dr Harding said: “We are 
contacting schools and our 
other partners like the NHS 
to ask them to help raise 
awareness of this issue. 

“Drinking lots of alcohol 
quickly can be dangerous 
and have serious conse¬ 
quences. 

“The clips rarely show the 
after-effects such as vomit¬ 
ing or passing out or other 
risky situations they may 
find themselves in.”

Father dies months 


after illness payout

A RETIRED company direc¬ 
tor died from asbestos-related 
cancer just over a year after re¬ 
ceiving almost £200,000 in com¬ 
pensation paid on behalf of his 
former employer. 

Martin Rudge was awarded the £192,000 
settlement after being diagnosed with mes¬ 
othelioma following exposure to asbestos 
while working as an apprentice carpenter 
at Halesowen Joinery Ltd. 


But this month Mr Rudge died aged 62 
at his home in Belbroughton Road in Hale¬ 
sowen - just 15 months after receiving the 
compensation. 

At an inquest at Smethwick Coroners’ 
Court, Black Country Coroner Robin Bal¬ 
main concluded that Mr Rudge died from 
an industrial disease. 

X-ray 

His son Glen, who lives in Birmingham, 
told the hearing that his father was diag¬ 
nosed with the cancer in December in 2012 


after being given an X-ray for a chest in¬ 
fection. 

He said: “When he left school he joined 
Halesowen Joinery and used to work on the 
benches making fire doors - the sheets of 
asbestos were bought in and sawn next to 
him. He was there for five to six years.” 

Mr Rudge, who was divorced and had 
two children, worked at Halesowen Joinery 
from 1966 to 1974. The company no longer 
exists. He went on to run a window com¬ 
pany with his other son, Gavin. 

But after suffering a chest infection and 


shortage of breath, he went to the doctors 
and was later diagnosed with mesotheli¬ 
oma, the inquest heard. 

Using solicitors Irwin Mitchell, he won 
a legal battle for compensation and aimed 
to use the cash to pay for treatment and 
cover a loss of earnings after he was forced 
to reduce his working hours at his window 
fitting business. 

At the time he said: “Nothing can turn 
back the clock but at least now I can now 
concentrate on spending as much time as 
possible with my sons.”

This problem 
comes from the adjourning 
roof of the property. If there 
are any problems we will go 
and rectify it. We went the 
first time, a second time we 
went round and we weren’t 
allowed to rectify it.”

Street is

Bulk collection 
prices are frozen 

DUDLEY Council has con¬ 
firmed that it has frozen 
the cost of its bulky waste 
collection service for the 
next financial year. 

The council provides 
collections for large items 
that residents cannot take 
to the household waste re¬ 
cycling centre themselves. 
Prices remain £15 for small 
collections, £25 for medium 
collections and £40 for 
large. White goods collec¬ 
tions cost £8.70 for smaller 
items such as microwaves 
or £17.60 for larger items 
such as a fridge or freezer.

Miss Sharonjit Bhaia, 
defending, said: “Mr Oakes 
had already served two- 
and-a-half months since his 
arrest for the dangerous 
driving matter. He had been 
electronically monitored 
for 223 days. Adding that 
up, it’s the equivalent of 12 
month sentence.” 

Oakes, of no fixed address, 
pleaded guilty to possession 
of amphetamines with in¬ 
tent to supply, on the basis 
it was only to his friends. He 
admitted further charges 
of possession of ampheta¬ 
mines, dangerous driving, 
driving without insurance 
and without a licence.

Lord who never 
forgot his roots

DANIEL WAINWRIGHT 
looks back at the life of 
former MP and peer Lord 
Bilston who has died at 71 


IT is hard to imagine another 
politician more deserving of 
the title ‘man of the people’ 
than Dennis Turner. 

Even when elevated to the House 
of Lords, he took the town of his 
birth as his name, Baron Bilston. 

And when he served as MP for Wolver¬ 
hampton South East around 300 people 
took to the streets at the end of his first 
term of office to campaign for his re-elec¬ 
tion. 

The crusade succeeded, with the num¬ 
ber of votes for Dennis Turner in 1992 
almost double those of his Conservative 
rival. 

Fast forward 22 years and it would 
be unthinkable, in the post-expenses 
scandal ‘they’re all the same’ cynicism 
of 2014 that any MP would have such a 
strong following. 

But Dennis Turner, honoured last 
year with a Famous Sons and Daughters 
of Wolverhampton award, was from a 
different era, when more working class 
people were chosen by their communi¬ 
ties to represent them in Westminster. 
He was an extremely well-liked politi¬ 
cian, for whom successive Express & 
Star lobby reporters based in the House 
of Commons developed a fondness and 
friendship. 

He was born, raised and educated in 
Bradley. And he lived there all his life. 

He would become a staunch union 
man who believed strongly in a fair deal 
for working people. 

He was educated at St Martin’s C of E 
School, in Slater Street, then at Stone- 
field Secondary (later Hall Green Com¬ 
prehensive, then Bilston High School 
and now South Wolverhampton and Bil¬ 
ston Academy), in Prosser Street. 

He left to work at Thomas Perry steel 


roll makers, in Highfields Road, as an 
office boy making tea and doing chores, 
then studied office accounting at Bil¬ 
ston College before joining the Better- 
ware kitchen equipment company as a 
salesman when he was 17. 

Going door to door in the 1950s and 
1960s, and seeing the poor conditions 
of slum housing, gave Lord Bilston the 
interest he would have in politics for 
the rest of his life and the belief that he 
could help to make things better. 

In 1964 he moved into the Bilston 
steel industry, beginning as a stock- 
taker, and later as transport controller. 


And two years later, he was first 
elected to the Wolverhampton Bor¬ 
ough Council at the age of 22. He was 
chosen to be the deputy leader of the 
council in 1980, a position he held for 
six years until his decision to stand for 
Parliament. Lord Bilston also served on 
the now-defunct West Midlands County 
Council from 1973 until 1986. 

He chaired the Joint Trade Union Ac¬ 
tion Committee which had fought the 
long and ultimately doomed battle to 
stop the closure of Bilston Steelworks. 
He was at the forefront of the five-year 
fight to save the works from the axe in 


the late 1970s, and was devastated when 
it closed with the loss of thousands of 
jobs. “It was traumatic to see the demise 
of the steel industry,” he once recalled. 
“I don’t think I will ever see such a cat¬ 
astrophic effect on the people of this 
area.” 

So popular was he among his political 
peers that in 1987, when he first won the 
Wolverhampton South East seat, even 
members of the Tory party had contrib¬ 
uted to his campaign fund. As a Wolver¬ 
hampton councillor at the time he was 
given a China piggy bank by Conserva¬ 
tive Paddy Bradley when he resigned his 
seat to begin his campaign. 

He continued to fight hard for his 
people. In 1993 he gathered 5,000 sig¬ 
natures on two petitions, 2,500 on each, 
campaigning against plans to impose 
VAT on fuel and another against threats 
to strip pensioners of free travel passes. 

Identity 

Just a few years ago his time and 
power was called upon again when Bil¬ 
ston itself looked to be bureaucratically 
torn apart in a review of Parliamentary 
boundaries. 

The town was set to be represented 
by four different MPs, something that 
risked its very identity. 

Dennis, along with his brother Bert, a 
councillor and at the time mayor of Wol¬ 
verhampton, led the charge. They took a 
coachload of people to a Boundary Com¬ 
mission hearing in Birmingham to plead 
their case. And they won. 

The stroke he suffered in May 2006 
affected the use of his right arm and leg, 
but he recovered and carried on his du¬ 
ties in the Lords. The following year he 
was granted Freedom of the City. 

But despite his huge political profile 
he was a family man at heart. He leaves 
his devoted wife Pat, 67, two grown 
up children, Brendon and Jenny, and 
a granddaughter, Bella. Last year, the 
old Labour firebrand Dennis Skinner 
highlighted Dennis Turner as the sort 
of person that voters just do not see 
enter politics anymore and sadly, will 
not again.

But Labour 
leader Neil Kinnock’s joy at re¬ 
taining Chesterfield was tem¬ 
pered by reports Mr Benn was 
already set to rock the boat, de¬ 
manding new policies stripping 
the Queen of her constitutional 
powers, removing the Prime 
Minister’s right to appoint and 
remove cabinet ministers, and 
abolishing the House of Lords. 

1994 

A PETROL station attendant 
used his mobile phone to dial 
for freedom after armed raid¬ 
ers locked him in a toilet.Two 
gun-wielding robbers forced 
Arshad Hussain into a toilet at 
the Elf Service Station in Mox- 
ley before making off with near¬ 
ly £2,000. Mr Hussain used his 
mobile to call police. 

A PILOT died at the controls of 
his cargo plane after its engines 
failed. The four-engined Vickers 
Viscount plummeted out of the 
sky in blizzards at Stowe-by- 
Chartley, between Stafford and 
Uttoxeter. The pilot had battled 
to avoid hitting homes. 

DETECTIVES excavating the 
house of Gloucester builder Fred 
West believed they had discov¬ 
ered the corpses of two wom¬ 
en who disappeared during the 
1970s.

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Estate parking permits unfair to residents 


WITH reference to the proposals for a 
parking permit system on the Russells 
Hall Estate in the locality of Russells 
Hall Hospital. The proposed permit 
schedule is an insult to the people on 
the estate, expecting people to pay for 
a parking bay outside their own prop¬ 
erty for the sum of £95 per annum. 

Hospital staff and visitors have en¬ 
joyed this privilege causing some de¬ 
gree of distress to residents for the past 
ten years or more for free. Most au¬ 
thorities do not charge for blue badge 
holder parking bays, including Dudley 
Council, so why should we as Dudley 
residents have to pay for a permit bay 


system. My understanding is that peo¬ 
ple living on unaffected parts of the 
estate will not have to pay to park by 
their homes, however, because we live 
in close proximity to the hospital we 
are penalised. 

Charges such as those proposed 
under the parking permit system tend 
to affect the saleability of the prop¬ 
erties should people decide to move 
home. The scheme proposed is an ill- 
thought out money-making scheme 
with little consideration to fairness for 
the local residents. 

Russells Hall Hospital created the 
estate parking problems with the in¬ 


troduction of high parking charges in 
the first place, a money-making scheme 
demonstrating the greed of the local 
hospital. If the hospital reduced the 
staff and patient parking charges local 
street parking would be substantially 
alleviated. 

The existing parking arrangements 
we have in Pearce Close appear to 
work fairly well and, although they 
could do with a few minor tweaks, I be¬ 
lieve the existing system is much fairer 
to all local residents.

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Senior coroner to leave 
after decades of sendee 


THE man who has served the 
Black Country as its coroner 
for more than 40 years has 
announced his retirement. 

Robin Balmain first began in¬ 
vestigating deaths in 1972. 

But he has announced that he will 
retire from his current position as 
senior coroner for the Black Country 
in September. He said it has been a 
‘great honour’ to serve the area. 

Mr Balmain, who is based at Smeth¬ 
wick Council House, first became the 
assistant deputy coroner for the area 
then known as Sandwell North, cover¬ 
ing West Bromwich, in 1972, working 
part time while he continued in his 
role as a solicitor with Lyon Clark. 

He later became deputy coroner for 
that area, before becoming coroner 
for Sandwell in 2000, after Sandwell 
North had been merged with Sandwell 
South, which covered Smethwick. 


Jurisdiction 


He then became the first Black 
Country coroner in 2005, covering 
Sandwell, Dudley and Walsall. Wol¬ 
verhampton was added to his remit in 
January 2012, meaning he has covered 
one of the largest coronial areas in the 
UK. He is responsible for ascertaining 
the cause of any sudden or suspicious 
deaths. During 2012, the last year for 
which statistics are available, more 
than 4,000 deaths were reported to 
Mr Balmain, and he carried out 520 
inquests. 

Mr Balmain said: “It has been a 
great honour to serve as the first coro¬ 
ner for the Black Country jurisdiction 
I am grateful for the support of 
all those I deal with and in particu¬ 
lar Councillor Mahboob Hussain of 
Sandwell Council. I look forward to 
working with my successor to achieve 
a smooth handover.” 

Sandwell Council is in charge of the 
coroner’s office and in conjunction 
with the Chief Coroner and Black 


Black Country Coroner Mr Robin Balmain who is stepping down 


Country partners, will now start the 
process of appointing a new coroner. 

Councillor Hussain, deputy leader 
of Sandwell Council, added: “I should 
like to add my personal thanks to 
those of many people for the sensitive 
and caring service Mr Balmain has 
provided to the bereaved of all our 
boroughs. 


“He has always gone the extra mile 
to help the community even when oc¬ 
casionally we have had to call on him 
and his staff out of hours. 

“He and his staff have shown real 
commitment and have made a big dif¬ 
ference. We will be taking this oppor¬ 
tunity to build on the excellent service 
Mr Balmain has developed.”

Amateur historian Derek Nicholls who has put together the Zeppelins exhibition 



Devastating night of the Zeppelins 
that left its mark on Black Countn 


IT WAS just a normal night in the 
Black Country, or as normal as 
any night was during the dark 
days of the First World War. 

The trams clattered through the 
streets, folk flocked to the cinemas. 
The lights were ablaze as people went 
about their business as usual. 

Then the Zeppelins came. Dozens were 
killed as bomb after bomb pounded down 
on Tipton, Wednesbury, Bilston and Wal¬ 
sall. Buildings were ripped apart as death 
rained down from the skies. A devastated 
husband returned from the pictures to find 
three generations of his family had perished 
in the carnage. The Black Country had 
never seen anything like it. 

Amateur historian Derrick Nicholls has 
spent 18 months researching the devastat¬ 
ing raids of 98 years ago, putting together 
an exhibition at Tipton Library. 

Among the artefacts Mr Nicholls, a 
71-year-old retired newsagent, has gath¬ 
ered together, is a police notice advising the 
public what to do in the event of an air raid.

It suggests keeping a bucket of sand or 
water to hand in the upstairs bedrooms, 
in order to tackle any small fires that may 
break out. 

“All windows and doors on the lower floor 
should be closed to prevent the admission of 
noxious gases,” added police commissioner 
Mr E R Henry. 

Destruction came to the Black Country 
on a foggy, frosty night on January 31, 
1916, when a fleet of German Zeppelin 
airships were making their way to attack 
Liverpool. 

But in the misty conditions and heavy 
clouds, two of nine aircraft - the L21 and 
L19 - became lost over the Midlands. Zep¬ 
pelin L21 was commanded by 45-year-old 
Kapitanleutnant Max Dietrich. He had 
thought he was flying over the Irish Sea but 
had been mistaken by sparsely populated 
areas of countryside. 

On his orders, the crew of 16 dropped 
their deadly payload from the skies on an 
unsuspecting public largely unaware of 


their imminent fate. Bombs were initially 
believed to have hit Union Street in Tipton, 
with around five of the devices falling all 
around. 

One also fell outside Tipton railway 
station and more around Barnfield Road 
trading estate. In Union Street, two houses 
were demolished and others damaged, the 
gas main was set alight. In all 14 people 
were killed in the town as the bombs struck 
at around 8 o’clock that night. 

Treatment 

News reports at the time were subject 
to military censorship, and the Express & 
Star was only allowed to describe the Black 
Country raids as being in Staffordshire. 

An inquest was held jointly for 13 of the 
victims of the Tipton bombing on February 
3. The 14th victim Louisa York, who worked 
as nurse, had been taken for treatment at 
Dudley Guest Hospital and her inquest was 
held elsewhere. The ruling from the inquest 
on the death certificates states ‘Wilful mur¬ 
der against the Kaiser of Germany and his 
son the Crown Prince as being accessory to 


and after the fact’ at the insistence of the 
inquest jury. A young couple, Maud and 
William Fellows, who were unmarried but 
had the same name, were killed after one 
bomb hit as they walked along a canal tow- 
path in nearby Bradley. 

Their death is commemorated by a plaque 
on the wall of the Bradley pumping station. 

Mr Nicholls, of Beverston Road, has been 
holding an exhibition at Tipton Library, 
bringing together the images and stories 
through trawling the archives, including 
those of the Express & Star for the exhi¬ 
bition. At the time, the Express & Star 
reported that 26 people had been killed in¬ 
stantly during the night, but Mr Nicholls’ 
research found the death toll was signifi¬ 
cantly higher. Mr Nicholls says a total of 33 
people were killed in the raid.” 

Mr Nicholls is now considering putting 
together a book of his research. The exhi¬ 
bition, which returns to the library from 
March 13 to 28, was put together to coincide 
with a special community opera, Zeppelin 
Dreams which runs at the Wolverhampton 
Grand on March 20 and 21.

No waiting as scheme 
is on track, say chiefs 



THESE dramatic images re¬ 
veal the extent of the trans¬ 
formation that HS2 could 
make to the centre of Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Experts hope the new city cen¬ 
tre station will give the economy a 
£1.3 billion annual boost and cre¬ 
ate 14,000 jobs. 

The Birmingham Curzon HS2 mas¬ 
terplan will transform 141 hectares 
and was has been unveiled by Bir¬ 
mingham City Council. 

At the heart of the scheme will be a 
new city centre station - Birmingham 
Curzon - where HS2 will terminate on 
its 49-minute journey from London. 

Developments surrounding the sta¬ 
tion will make this one of the largest 
urban regeneration schemes in Brit¬ 
ain, and the largest redevelopment so 
far announced on the back of the high¬ 
speed line. 

Proposals include the creation of 
over 14,000 jobs, 600,000 sq metres of 
new employment space and 2,000 new 
homes. 

Council chiefs say the massive cash 
injection will support the city’s crea¬ 
tive, learning and research sectors and 
the booming professional and financial 
services industry. 

The unveiling of the plans came de¬ 
spite cross-party backing for the £42 
billion line being thrown into doubt. 
Tory and Labour MPs from flood and 
storm ravaged constituencies said they 
would refuse to support the line unless 
major improvements were made to the 
West Country railway network. 

City leaders in Birmingham how¬ 
ever hailed the potential of HS2 as a 
catalyst for urban regeneration and 
called on political leaders to push 
ahead with the rail scheme and help 
unlock growth across the country. 
The Curzon HS2 Masterplan is the 
latest multi-million pound boost for 
Birmingham’s city centre. The £600 


million transformation of New Street 
Station will be completed next year 
along with a £128 million Midland 
Metro extension linking the station 
with the tram line at Snow Hill. 

Proposals have also been tabled for 
Paradise Circus in the heart of the city 
including a second Metro tram exten¬ 
sion continuing on from New Street 
Station to Centenary Square. 

Eastside City Park was the first new 


city centre park in Birmingham for 
more than 130 years when it opened 
right next to Curzon Street in Decem¬ 
ber 2012, and the critically-acclaimed 
£188 Library of Birmingham opened 
last year - proving a magnet for tour¬ 
ist and a centre for learning since. 

Sir Albert Bore, leader of Birming¬ 
ham City Council said: “We’re not 
waiting around for HS2 to get built 
before we get started.”

NEC to be sold in deal 
worth at least £300m 

THE NATIONAL Exhibition Centre Group is to be sold 
off as a council tries to cope with £1 billion of debts from 
equal pay claims. 

Conservative estimates have suggested the NEC Group, 
including the LG Arena, International Convention Centre 
and National Indoor Arena in Birmingham, could be worth 
at least £300 million.

Skills and pay below 
par in Black Country 

PEOPLE in the Black Country are paid less, have fewer 
workplace skills and are in worse physical shape than the 
UK average, a detailed new report has found. 

At the same time, the area has become the UK’s centre 
for high value manufacturing with 90,000 people working 
in 5,000 companies. Components made in the Black Coun¬ 
try are fitted in virtually every car and aircraft made in 
the UK. 

The challenges facing the communities in Dudley, 
Sandwell, Wolverhampton and Walsall have been laid out 
in an economic review of the area. Compiled by the eco¬ 
nomic intelligence unit of the Black Country Consortium 
— the body co-ordinating efforts to regenerate the area — 
the report showed the number of people in the workforce 
rose by 3,000 last year. But, while 9,000 jobs were created 
in the private sector, 6,000 were lost in the public sector as 
cuts bit deep.

Theft to fund drug use 


A THIEF who stole a car’s cat¬ 
alytic converter has received 
a suspended sentence. 

Police were called to reports of two 
men acting suspiciously near cars in 
Cambridge Road, Dudley, on January 
27, Dudley Magistrates Court heard. 
Anthony Price and another man were 
found with a catalytic converter stolen 
from a Peugeot in the same street and 
tools used in similar thefts.

guilty to theft from a motor vehicle. 

Mrs Maxine Jarrousse-Jones, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “Officers found a cata¬ 
lytic converter which they were able to 
match to a Peugeot in the road. Cuts 
on the catalytic converter and exhaust 
are so unique they are like a finger¬ 
print.” 

Officers found two car jacks, a pipe 
cutter and mole grip, commonly used 
in the theft of the converters, which 
contain precious metals. Stephen 


Hamblett, defending, said that Price 
had taken the catalytic converter to 
fund his drug habit. 

District Judge Michael Wheeler said: 
“These offences are becoming more 
and more prevalent. They are costing 
private motorists and insurance com¬ 
panies a huge amount of money.” 

Price was given 12 weeks prison 
suspended for a year, 12 month super¬ 
vision order with drug rehabilitation 
required, and ordered to pay £80 sur¬ 
charge, £85 costs, £100 compensation.

Praise as fewer 
are re-offending 

BOSSES at Sandwell Probation service are 
celebrating after coming top in the list of 
local authorities in England and Wales un¬ 
der new figures released by the Ministry of 
Justice that looks at re-offending between 
October 1 2012 and September 31 2013. 

The latest data shows that, out of the 
4,631 people dealt with by Sandwell proba¬ 
tion team during that period, 232 went on 
to re-offend, which meant that borough had 
a re-offending rate that is 29.4 per cent bet¬ 
ter than the Government’s predicted rate. 

Bob Jones, Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner for the West Midlands visited the 
probation team in Sandwell to congratulate 
them. The same report showed that Wolver¬ 
hampton came sixth and Dudley seventh in 
the Government chart, with re-offending 
rates 19.9 per cent and 19.6 per cent better. 


Great-grandfather dies 
after van collision with tanker 


A VAN driver, who died in a crash 
with a tanker, has been named by 
police as Robert Coulson. 

The 71-year-old great-grandfather, of 
Coppice Lane, Quarry Bank, was airlifted 
to Birmingham’s Queen Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital following the accident on the A449 
Worcester Road on Tuesday of last week. 
He died shortly after arrival. 

Mr Coulson was driving a white Citroen Nemo 
panel van towards Kidderminster at around 


11.45am when the collision involving a DAF 
tanker took place. Mr Coulson had to be freed 
from the vehicle by fire crews. 

Mr Coulson, who lived with his wife Sheila 
and was known to his family as Bob, worked as 
a part-time delivery driver at JS Optical Ltd on 
the Hoo Farm Industrial Estate, near to where 
the accident happened. 

Mr Coulson married Sheila in 1980 and they 
would have celebrated their wedding anniver¬ 
sary on Friday. He also leaves a step-daugh¬ 
ter, Lindy Parkes, her five children, and one 
great-grandchild. Mr Coulson was born in 


Kinver and attended Oldswinford Hospital 
School, Stourbridge. He lived in Shropshire for 
a while and also spent time lin South Africa. But 
the majority of his life was spent in the Black 
Country. He was a keen footballer when he was 
younger, later turning to golf. 

He worked at the Eaton factory on Thorns 
Road, Brierley Hill, before retiring. Mrs Parkes 
said: “Everyone liked him. He was a fun man, 
someone you could have a real laugh with.” 

Police are asking for witnesses to call Pc Lee 
Baker on the non-emergency number 101, quot¬ 
ing the incident reference 221-S-250214. 


Glass centre 
gets new look 

LARGE glass windows will front the Rus- 
kin Glass Centre building, Stourbridge, 
which is getting £483,018 of funding from 
the European Regional Development Fund. 

A total of £5 million is being ploughed 
into improving the historic glass centre. 

The final phase will include the building 
of a visitor reception, heritage display area, 
workshops and space for small businesses. 

But before work begins, archaeological 
digs are taking place at the site. These have 
already unearthed the remains of the glass 
cone which once stood there but was be¬ 
lieved to have been destroyed years ago. 

The cash will also fund the conservation 
of the Ruskin Mill Land Trust’s rare glass 
blowing moulds and the appointment of a 
heritage outreach officer to deliver a three- 
year programme of activities.

Thug jailed 
for kicking 


in the face 


A THUG has been locked up for a year after 
a savage attack on a bus passenger that al¬ 
most cost his female victim an eye. 

Marinus Howell hurled a can of drink down the aisle, 
hitting an elderly woman and soaking passenger Sandy 
Young. 

Howell reacted when Miss Young called him an ‘idiot,’ 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

The 33-year-old father-of-four put down a child he was 
holding and walked through H by Simon Stone 

the 276 bus towards Miss ■___ 


Young. 

Miss Cathlyn Orchard, 
prosecuting, explained: “She 
thought she was going to be 
struck by him and lashed 
out, hitting him in the face. 
He then picked her up and 
threw her to the floor before 
repeatedly kicking her in 
the face. He finally stopped 
when a woman, who was 
travelling with him, inter¬ 
vened.” 

Howell, of Kemberton 
Road, Finchfield, Wolver¬ 
hampton, had boarded the 
bus at the Merry Hill Cen¬ 
tre. Howell hurled the can 
after he became involved 
in a dispute between the 
driver and another passen¬ 
ger at a Nether ton stop on 
September 25, 2012. 

The defendant got off the 
bus before police reached 


the scene but was arrested 
soon afterwards. 

He had been denying the 
offence, claiming self-de¬ 
fence, and only changed his 
plea to guilty to the assault 
on the day his proposed trial 
was due to start. Howell was 
jailed for a year. 

Due to his attack a blood 
clot formed in one of Miss 
Young’s eyes that had to be 
removed at hospital. 

Judge John Wait told him: 
“You involved yourself in an 
argument at the front of the 
bus that had nothing to do 
with you before carrying 
out a serious unprovoked 
assault in a public place. 

“You kicked the victim in 
the face close to her eye. It is 
fortunate for her, and you, 
that she did not lose her 
sight as a result of this.”

The nurses who deliver 
more than Just babies 


T he midwives will have to deliver 
some bad news this week - it’s 
the last in the current series. 

And that will leave over eight million 
fans wondering exactly what to do 
with their Sunday evenings. 

But just why has this tale of East 
End London in the days before the 
contraceptive pill been such a hit, 
while other, more hyped dramas, 
struggle to get half as many viewers? 

Helen George, who plays the 
convent’s resident blonde bombshell 
Trixie, has a couple of theories. 

“I think it’s partly because of the 
original memoirs that were written by 
Jennifer Worth. She’d created such 
beautiful stories and her memoirs 
were so wonderful, and then Heidi 
Thomas continued that when she 
adapted it for the screen, so I think it 
begins with the writing and the stories. 
If you’ve got a good story to tell, 
people want to listen. 

‘And then from that, the cast has 
been really great - it’s wonderful that 
people like Pam Ferris and Miranda 
Hart wanted to do it. 

And I think it’s a period of history 
that hasn’t really been focused on in 


primetime TV, so there’s an interest 
in that.” 

There’s also an interest in the 
clothes, which Helen admits she’s 
shares. “We’ve had an amazing 
costume designer, and I’m told 
vintage fashions suit me - it’s a period 
that really accentuates a woman’s 
curves. 

‘They hold you in all the right 
places, so it’s quite flattering, although 
it’s tough to eat on set sometimes - 
I’m sewn into my dresses and trousers 
because they are so tight. I’m thinking 
‘I can’t even sit down properly, so 
eating pasta probably wasn’t a good 
idea...’” 

But while the mix of babies, Fifties 
frocks and cycling nuns may sound a 
bit twee, regular viewers will know that 
the show can also be hard-hitting - 
and some of those medical scenes 
aren’t for the faint of heart. 

Luckily, filming them isn’t too much 
of an ordeal. Helen laughs: “It doesn’t 
bother me, although I’m sure if in real 
life I was ever faced with one of these 
situations I’d be passing out on the 
floor. “Whilst it looks very realistic on 
the screen, we have this thing where 



the midwife on set holds a condom 
over the actress who’s pretending to 
give birth, and she pops it when their 
waters break. You can’t really feel 
squeamish because it’s just a condom 
full of water!” 

So, bear that in mind during any 
particularly graphic scenes in this 
episode as Jenny pays a visit to first¬ 
time mother Jeanette. 

The two women quickly establish a 
rapport, which is just as well, as 
Jeanette needs frequent visits - and if 
that allows Jenny to see more of the 
mum-to-be’s cousin Philip, that’s just a 
perk of the job. 

Do we sense another stylish Fifties 
wedding in the offing, or are we 
getting a bit ahead of ourselves? 

Elsewhere, it looks like Chummy’s 
nursing skills may be needed closer to 
home, as she discovers Lady Browne 
has discharged herself from hospital, 
leaving her daughter in despair. 

The mums of Poplar have learned 
to heed Chummy’s advice, so why 
won’t her own mother listen to her?

Some cars dress up very nicely. 
The Jaguar XF executive model 
is one of them. Choose it in su¬ 
percharged XFR or XFR-S per¬ 
formance guises and it’s every 
bit the BMW M5 rival. 

Where Jaguar has historically missed 
a trick is offering that same look with its 
more affordable diesel engines and more 
realistically priced trim levels as, say, BMW 
does with its M Sport trim on the 5 Series. 
But the Solihull brand has now caught up. 
Hence the availability of the R-Sport trim 
we’re looking at here on more dynam¬ 
ic-looking variants of the XF saloon and XF 
Sportbrake estate. 

Order your XF as an R-Sport and you 
get the standard recipe embellished with 
much of the look whichcharacterises the 
range-topping XFR super saloon model. 


There’s a choice of saloon or estate body- 
styles and you can select between all three 
of the main diesel engines in the XF line¬ 
up. That means the familiar 2.2-litre pow- 
erplant in 163 or 200PS guises, plus the 
240PS 3.0-litre diesel V6. 

Yes, the R-Sport package merely repre¬ 
sents a trim level: there are no mechani¬ 
cal changes over the standard XF. But that 
doesn’t necessarily mean this car is a wolf 
in sheep’s clothing. 

If you really want some strong pulling 
power in your XF R-Sport, there’s the op¬ 
tion of the 3.0-litre V6 diesel with 240PS. 
For most, however, there’s more relevance 
in the performance of that 2.2-litre diesel. 
The entry-level 163PS XF will stop the 
watch at 9.8 seconds. 

But the 200PS version, which is actually 
just as clean and economical, manages it 
in a far more sprightly 8.5 seconds, on the 
way to a 142mph maximum. With 450Nm 
of torque available from only 2,000rpm, 
there’s no shortage of muscle with this en¬ 




gine, and the XF eight-speed auto transmission 
means you’re always plugged into the meat of it. 

Across the XF range, advances have been 
made in refinement, with active engine mounts 
(diesels) and sound deadening material featur¬ 
ing on the car as well as redesigned wing mirrors 
to reduce wind noise. 

Since its main facelift back in Spring 2011, 
the XF has had a much sleeker look, something 
that’s also a feature of the sleek Sportbrake es¬ 
tate. That model has a 1675-litre total loading ca¬ 
pacity and there are nearly 100 different ways to 
configure the interior. 

Inside, it’s still a special experience. The auto 
gear selector rises into the palm of your hand on 
start-up as the dashboard airvents acrobatically 


turn into position to greet you as you fire the ig¬ 
nition. 

If your only experience of XF motoring is of the 
original version, then in this current model, you’ll 
appreciate the more supportive seats, the smart¬ 
er satin-feel switches and the classier graphics 
on the 7-inch touch screen which looks after 
most of the main dashboard functions. 

Relax inside an XF and from the stitched leath¬ 
er dashboard and door cappings to the alumini¬ 
um and wood furnishings, it really does feel spe¬ 
cial. The craftsmanship, materials and attention 
to detail all impress. 

Jaguar’s designers have sought to find more 
interesting ways to say ‘luxury’, and largely, their 
efforts have worked. The lines are clean and 


pure, the materials are familiar, but with a very 
modern flavour - from soft-grained leathers to 
real wood veneers with a bold, contemporary 
spin. Even the phosphor-blue interior lighting 
has its own mood. 

No apologies for concentrating on that 2.2-litre 
diesel engine again. In 163PS form, it’s available 
in the latest EC02 spec which, amongst other 
things, uses an engine stop/start system to de¬ 
liver a 57.7mpg combined cycle fuel figure along 
with 129g/km of C02.

VW pumping up power 


At the 1974 Geneva Motor 
Show, a sleek new Volkswa¬ 
gen hatchback coupe made 
its debut. 

Forty years and over a million sales 
later, the Volkswagen Scirocco is pre¬ 
paring to return to Geneva, with a new 
range of advanced engines that offer 
up to 280 PS yet also promise fuel ef¬ 
ficiency improvements of up to 19 per 
cent, without compromising the Sci- 
rocco’s dynamic performance. 

Externally, the Scirocco’s stylish 
shape has been refined and modern¬ 
ised with new headlights and tail lights, 
as well as revised bumper styling. 

The revised front bumper features 
aerodynamic ‘blades’ in the outer 


section, like those of the latest-gener¬ 
ation Golf GTI, with integrated indica¬ 
tor lights, daytime running lights and 
fog lights. On models fitted with the 
optional bi-xenon headlights, the day¬ 
time running lights are LEDs within the 
main headlights. At the rear, all Sci- 
roccos now have LED tail lights, while 
the bumper has been reshaped to ap¬ 
pear lower and more purposeful. As 
on a Golf, the Volkswagen logo badge 
now has an additional purpose: func¬ 
tioning as the tailgate release handle. 

As before, the range-topping Sci¬ 
rocco R has a distinct look, with be¬ 
spoke bumpers and alloy wheels. The 
Scirocco R now comes as standard 
with 18-inch ‘Cadiz’ alloy wheels, as 
on the Golf R. The rest of the range 


also receives new alloy wheel designs, 
including the option of the ‘Talladega’ 
alloy previously reserved for the ‘R’. 

Under the bonnet (which as before 
features the Volkswagen roundel) are 
six new tubocharged direct-injection 
petrol and diesel engines, all of which 
meet EU6 emissions standards and 
return between 68.9 and 34.9 mpg. 

Inside, the dashboard has been 
updated, with new-look dials and an 
auxiliary instrument cluster above the 
centre console, consisting of chro¬ 
nometer, charge pressure and oil tem¬ 
perature gauges - a tribute to the 1974 
model. 

Orders open in the UK in May, with 
first deliveries in September. More de¬ 
tails available closer to launch.

Land Rover again raises the premium SUV 
bar with its latest offering - the V8 diesel-pow¬ 
ered Range Rover Sport, writes lain Dooley. 

It can’t have escaped you that Land Rover is doing rath¬ 
er well at the moment. Although only one half of the Jag¬ 
uar-Land Rover equation, the 4x4 side of the business is 
selling the lion’s share of the product. 

The compact entry-level Evoque SUV burst onto the 
scene with all the fanfare and adoration of a major celebrity, 
and the trickle down effect - or should that be trickle up - 
had been felt across the firm’s recently refreshed range. 

One obvious recipient of the Evoque’s magic has been 
the second generation Range Rover Sport. Visual similari¬ 
ties to the rock star of the range are no coincidence, while 
Land Rover’s continued focus on reducing weight and 
boosting the level of technology in its cars continues with 
this more streamlined Sport. 

Lighter, more economical and offering a more engaging 
on-road driving experience than the car it replaces, along¬ 
side Land Rover’s long established off-road credentials, this 
new generation Sport also boasts more cabin space plus 
the option of a family-friendly third row of seats. 

Just like the latest Range Rover, the Sport adopts its mak¬ 
er’s next-gen Terrain Response system, which includes an 
auto mode clever enough to sense changes in terrain and 
change the engine, gearbox and suspension settings ac¬ 
cordingly.

With a predictable embarrassment of riches in both pow¬ 
er and torque departments, this hot V8 diesel Sport is the 
consummate all-rounder. Ample low down torque is com¬ 
plemented by superb throttle sensitivity, making it ideal not 
just for inching over treacherous obstacles but also breez¬ 
ing past slower traffic on wide, sweeping A-roads. 

Despite the potential for higher corner entry speeds when 
in diesel V8 guise, bodyroll is expertly kept in check and the 
Sport’s ride is rarely compromised by its large but stylish 
alloy wheels.

The cab¬ 
in remains a plush and inviting environment for occupants 
fore and aft, while the fascia’s clean, simple lines put the 
cluttered driving environments of many rivals to shame. 

In V8 diesel guise, the Range Rover Sport is as close to 
a no-compromise luxury SUV for the real world as you can 
get. It might look stately but its footprint remains a manage¬ 
able one, while its expertly honed driving dynamics allow 
you to fully exploit the diesel V8’s welcome extra power with 
supreme confidence.
